Endured In Africa. 

Writing on David Livingstone, mis- 
sionary and African explorer, Sir Har- 
ry H, Johnston says in the British 
Geographical Journal: “During the 
winter or rainy season of 1808-0 Liv- 
dngstone was very ill, He had been 
wet times without number and suf- 
fered from terrible pains in the chest 
and pneumonia. He was often semi-

Peru's Ancient City Was on the Plan 
of the Roman Camp, 

The ancient city of Cuzco, when sist 
viewed by European eyes, was, accord- 
Ing to the best authorities, a great and 
wealthy municipality of perbaps 200,- 
000 souls. How old ft was at that time 
we have scant means of knowing, 
Garcllasso would have us believe that 
there were only thirteen Incas In the 
royal family line from Manco Capae 
to Huayna Capac. Moutesinos, on the 
other hand, assures us that the Incas 
ruled a thousand years! Which are we 
to believe? No written bistury of the 
race exists—only the records of the 
julpus, those queer knotted strings 
which were the Incas’ sole doctiments 
and for which no archaeologist has as 
yet discovered the key, the Rosetta 
stone. 

Cuzco's original plan was, singularly 
enough, that of the Roman camp, a 


quadrangle divided by two intersecting | 


streets into quarters, with a gate on 
ench face and towers at tho angles, 
The Incas, like the citizens of the 
United States, bad no more definite 
name fee the country than Tavan- 
tinsuya, the Ewplre of the Four Prov- 
{nces. The four streets of the capital, 
prolonged by great roads, divided it 
into four main provinces, each under 
the dominion of its governor, When 
their people came to Cuzco they lodged 
in their own quarter, where they ad- 
hered to thelr national costumes aud 
the customs of thelr own province. 


The city today retains the same | 


general plan, its two principal streets 
being virtually the old matu thorough- 
fares. Its two eastern quarters lie 
upon steep hillsides; the two western 
are in the valley, where runs », little 
tiver, the Huatanny, 
bridges. 

The northeast quarter was the Pala- 
tine hill of this South American Rome 
and contains the palaces of the kings, 
for each Inca, after the manner of the 
Roman emperors, built his own abode, 
scorning to*live {n that of his prede- 
cessor.—Scribuer’s Magazine.

In 1812 he visited Perth and among 
the toys and trinkets manufactured by 
the French prisoners there, he was at- 
tracted by a little toy house with a 
wheel in the gable of it that was running 
rapidly around, impelled by the gravity 
of @ conimon house moure, 

Hutton purchated the house, mouse 
and wheel, took them home and set: the 
tiny rodent to work, 

A half-penny’s worth of oatmeal was 
sufficient for ite food for 35 days—dur- 
ing which time it ran 302 miles, He kopt 
two mice constantly engaged in the mak- 
ing of sewing thread for more than a 
year, 

The thread mill was so constructed 
that the mouse was able to twist, twine 
and reel from 100 to 120 threads a day, 
Sundays not excepted. To perform this 
taek it had to run 10% miles a day, 
which it did with perfect ease every other 
, day, 

On the half-penny’s worth of oatmeal, 
which lasted for five weeks, one of therc 
little mice made 8,350 threade 25 inche# 
long, and as a penny was paid to wornen 
for every hank made in the ordinary way, 
the mouee at that rate earned 18 cents 

| every six weeks,

each mouee of $1.50,

In the course, of a very interesting

Trade the other day, Mr. George Bury, 
Vice-President 
of the C.P.R., made some very interest- 
ing remarks. After

| phasized his bellef in the home market 
idea in the following words: “Canada 
imports too much. The imports into 
Canada for the year ending March, 
1913, amounted to $670,000,000, with- 
ou: counting coin and bullion, and of 
this amount, the irticles we Import, 
| raw material for which lies right at 
our own door, amount to cver $3800,- 
000,000, Just think of us importing 
sixteen and a half million dollars’ 
| worth of fruit, only a small proportion 
of which cannot be grown in this 
| country, Imagine us importing three 
and a quarter million dollars’ worth 
of vegetables and thirty-three and a 
half million dollars’ worth of wool and 
{ts manufactures, when we consider 
that the sheep industry lends itself 
particularly to the development of the 
West. A report published in 1911 dis- 
closed the fact that in Canada there 
were 2,100,000 head of sheep, while in 
the United States there were 51,000,000 
and tn Australia 92,000,000, and even 
in Great Britain $2,000,000, Also, just 
think that 11,000,000 bushels of flax 
were produced in Canada in 1911, all 
the straw of which was destroyed. 
This straw properly manipulated, 
would have produced 300,000 tons of 
| commercially spinnible flax fibre, 
| which; at Canadian prices, would have 
ylelded something Iike $60,000,000. At 
|the present time Western Canada, 
| with @ population of two million 
people, is importing a large propor- 
tion of ita necessary 
from the United States, the East and 
elsewhere.”
